ES Vpon thele Ilands, I neither could 
ſee onegood timber tree, nor ſo much good ground 
as to make a garden. 7 

The place is found to be a good filking place for 
6. Shippes, but more cannot well be there: for want

The next place I came vnto was Pannowsy, where

thither in a Barke which he had from one M. wefox'a- 
bout 20. dayes before arived in the Land, 

The Governour then told me, that I was joyned 
with him in Commiſhon as a Counſeller , which be- 
ing read I fold it was ſo./Aud he then inthe preſence 
of three more of the Counſel, adminiſtred vato me 
an oath, 

After the mceting of my men, I went a coaſting in 
two boats with all my company. 

In the time I ſtayd with Af, Tomſon, I ſurveyed as 
much as poſſibleI could, the wether being vnſcaſon- 
able and very much ſnow. | 

Ia thoſe parts, I ſaw much good Timber. But the 
ground it ſeemed to me not to be good, being.very 
rockey and full of trees and brufhwood. 

- There is greatſtore of towle of diuerſe forts, wher- 
of fed very plentifully. | 
AbouttwoEnglith miles furtherto the Eaſt, I found 
agreat River and a good harbour called Paſcattaway. 
Burfor the groundI can ſay nothing, but by the rela- 
tion of the S4gamore or King of that place, who told 
me there'was much good ground up in the river about 

ſeven or cight leagues. | 
 Abouttwo leagues , further to the Eaſt is another 
greatriver called 4quamenticss. T here I think a good 
planration may be ſerled, for there isa good harbour 
for ſhips, good ground, and much already cleared , fit 
for-planting of corneand other fruits, having hereto- 
fore ben planted by the Salvages who are all dead. 
There isgo00d timber, and likely ro be good fiſhing, 
butas yer there” hath beene no tryall made that Ican 


heare of. 
"4 *-1 About | 
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| Abont 6 leagues furtherto the Eaftis a harbour cal. 
led Cape Porpas, the whichis indifferent good for 6 
ſhippes, and itis generally thought to bean excellent 
place for fiſh, but. as:yet there hath bech-no tryall 
made, but there way be a good plantation ſeared, for 
there is good Timber, and good ground, but willre. 
quire ſome labour andcharge. | 
About foure leagues further Eaſt, there is another 
harbour called Saweo ( betweene this place and Cape 
Porpas I loft one of my men) before we could reco- 
ver the harbour a great fog or miſt tooke us that we 
could not ſee a hundred yards from us. I perceiving 
the fog to comeipon the Sea, called fora Compaſle, 
and ſetthe Capeland, by which weeknew howto 
ſteare our courſe, which was no ſooner done but wee 
loſtſight of land, and my other boate, and the winde 
blew freſh againſt us, ſo that we were enforced to 
ftrike ſaile, and betake us to our Oares which wee 
uſed with all che wit and firength we had, but by no. 
meanes could we recover the ſhorethat night, bein 
imbayed and compaſled round with breaches , whic 
roared in a moſt fearfull manner on every ſide us: 
wee took counſell in this extremity one of another 
what to doe to faue our liues, at length we reſolved 
that to put to ſea againe in thenight was no fit courle, 
the torme being great, and the winde blowing right 
of the ſhore, and to runne our boarte on the ſhore 
amongſt the breaches, ( which roarcd in a moſt feare 
full wanner )- and caſt her away and indanger our 
ſelues we were loath todoe, ſeeing noland norknow- 
Ing where we were. At length I cauſed our Killick 
( which was altthe Anker we had ) to be caſt forth, 
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4 Lint Fae: 
and one continually to hold his hand upon the roode 
or cable, by which we knew whether our ancker held 
or no : which being done wee. commended our ſelues 
to God by prayer,& put onareſolution to be as com- - 
fortable as we could, and ſofell to our victuals. Thus 
we ſpent that night,and the next morning,with much 
adoe we got in to Sawco,. where I found my other 
boate. - | 

There ſtayed five nights, the winde being con- 
trary , and the weather very vnſcaſonable, haning 
much raine and;ſnow;and continuall toggse. 

We builcus our Wigwam, or houſe, in one houres 


ſpace, ithad no frame, but was without forme or fa- 


ſhion, onely a few poles ſer up together, and covered 
with our boates failes, which kept forth but alittle. 
winde, andlefle raigne and ſnow. 
Our greateſt comfort we had, next unto that which. - 
was ſpirituall, was this , we had foule enough for kil- 
ling, wood enough for felling, and good freſh water : 
enough for drinking. But our beds was the wet 
ground, and our bedding our wet-cloaths. Wee had 
plenty of Craine , Gooſe, Duckes and Mallard, with 
other fowle,both boyled and roſted,but our ſpits and 
racks were: many times in danger of burning before 
the meate wasxeady (being but wooden ones, ) 
After I had ſtayed there three daies, and no likely- 
hood of a good winde to carrie vs further, I tooke 
with meſixe of my men, andour Armes, and walked 
along the ſhore, to diſcouer as muck by land as I 
could : afterI had travelled about two Engliſh miles 
I wet with a river which ſtayed me that1 could goe 
no further by land that day, but returned to our mw 


to New England . 'S 
of: habitation where we reſted that night (hauing our 
lodging amended ) for the day being dry I cauſed all 
my company to accompany meetoa iwarſh ground, 
where wee gathered cuery man his burthen of-long 
dry graſſe, which being ſpread in our Wigwam or 
Houſe, I praiſe GodIT reſted as contentedly ascuer1 
did inall my life. And then. came into my mindean 
old merry ſaying,which I haue heard ofa begger boy 
who ſaid if ever he ſhould attaine to be a King, he 
would haue a breſt of mutton with a pudding in it, 
and lodge every night vp to theeares. in drye ſtraw, 
and thus I made my ſelfe and imy company as merry as 
I could, with this and ſome other conceits, making 
this vie of all, that it was much better then wee deſer. 
ued at Gods hands , if he ſhould. deale with vs accor- 
ding to our ſinnes. 

The nexe morning I cauſed 4 of my men to rowe 
my leſſer boateto this riuer,who with much adoe got 
in my ſelfe, and 3 more going by land: but by reaſon 
of the extremitie of the wether we were enforced to 
ſay there that night, and were conſtrained to ſleepe 
vpon theriuer banke, being the beſt place wee could 
finde, the ſnowe being very deepe. The next mor- 
ning wee were enforced to riſe betime , forthe tyde 
came vp-ſo high that it waſhed away our fite, and 
would haueſerued vs ſo too if we had not kept watch: 
So wee went ouer the riuer in our boate , whereI cau- 
ſed ſome to ſtay with her , my ſelfs being deſirous to 
diſcouer further by land, I tooke with mee foure men 
and walked along the-(hore about ſixe Engliſh miles 
further to the Eaſt where I found another riuer,wbich 
ſtated mee. So'we returned backe to Sanro, wherethe 
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6 Leuetts Voyage 
reſt of my company and my other boate lay . That 
night I was exceeding ſicke, by reaſon of the wet and 
cold and much toyling of my bedy : but thankes be 
ro GodI was indifferent well thenext morning, and 
the winde being faire we puttoſea ,and that day came 
to Qu4ck, 

Bur before ſpeake of this place I muſt ſay ſome- 
thing of Saweo, and the too rivers which I diſcouered 
- that bay, which Ithinke neuer Engliſhman ſaw be- 
ore, 

Sawco is about one league to the Northeaſt of a cape 
land. Andabout one Engliſh mile from. the maine 
lteth ſixeIlands, which _ an indifferent good har- 
bour. And in the maine there is a Coue or gutt which 
is about a cables length in bredth , and too cables 
length long , there too good Ships may ride, being 
well mored a head and flarne, and within the Cove 
there is a great Marſh , where ata high watera hun- 
dreth ſayle of Ships may floate, and be free from all 
winds, butatlow water ruſt ly a ground, but being 
ſoft oaſe they can take no hurte, 

In this place there is a world of fowle, much good 
timber, anda great quantetie of cleare ground and 
godd, if it be nota little too ſandy. There hath beene 
more fiſh taken within too leagues of this place this 
yeare then inany other in the land. 

The river next to Sawroeaftwards , which I diſco- 
vered by land, and after brought my boatinto, 1s the 
ſtrangeſt river that ever my eyes beheld. It flowes ar 
the leaſt ten foot water upright, and yettheebbe runs 
ſoſtrong thatrhe tyde doth not ſtem it: At three quar- 
| ters flaud my men were ſcarce able with foure Oares

to New England. 
to. rowea head, And morethenthar, atfull SeaI dip- 
ped my hand in the water, quite without the mouth 
of che River, in the very main Ocean, and it was as 
freſh as though it had been taken from the head of a 
Spring. 

This River, asI am told by the Savages, commeth 
from a great mountaine called the Chriſtall hill, being 
as they ſay 100 miles in the Country, yet isit to be 
ſeene at the ſea (ide;and there is no ſhip ariues in New 
Exgland, either to the Weſt ſo farre as Cape Cod, or to 
the Eaſt ſo farre as Monbiggen, but they ſce this 
Mountaine the firſt land, it theweather beclcere. 

The next river Eaſtward which I diſcovered by 
land, is abourfixe miles from the other. About theſe 
two rivers I aw much good timber and ſandy 
ground, there is alſo much towle, fiſh and other com- 
modities : but theſe places are not fit for plantation 
for the preſent, becauſe there is no good comming in , 
either for ſhip or boate , by reaſon of a ſandy breach 
which lyeth along(t the ſhore, and makes all one 
br each, 

Andnow in its place I come to Quack , which I 
haue named Yorke. At this place there fiſhed divers 
ſhipsof waymonth this yeare. 

| It Iyeth about two leagues to the Eaſt of Cape El:. 
Labeth,, it isa Bay or Sound betwixt the Maine and 
certaine Ilands which Iyeth in the ſea about one Eng- 
liſh wile and halfe. 

- There are foure Ilands which makes one good har- 
bour, there is very good fiſhing, much fowle and the 
mayneasgood groundas any can deſire. Therel foiid 
one River wherein the Savages ſay there is much Sa 
mon and other good fiſh, Inthis Bay,there hath ben 
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taken this yeare 4+ Sturgions,by fiſhermen who driue 
only tor Herrizgs,fo that it is likely there may be good 
ſtore taken if there were men' fit for that purpoſe. 
T his RiverI made bold to call by my owne name 
Levetts river, bcing the firſt that diſcovered it. How 
farre this river is Navigable I cannot tell, I haue ben 
bur 6. miles up it, but on both {des is goodly ground. 
In the ſame Bay -I found another River , u 
which I went about three miles andfound a greatfall, 
of water much bigger then the tall at Zendor bridge 
atlow water, further a boate cannot goe, but aboue 
the fall the River runnes ſmooth againe. | 
Iuſt at this fall of water the Sag amore or King of that 
place hath a houſe, where I was one day when there 
were two Sagamors more , their wiues and childrengin 
all about 50.and we were but 7. They bid me wel. 
comeand gaue me fuch viQualls as they had, and I 
gave them Tobacco and Aqua wite. Aﬀter Thad ſpenta 
| little time with them I departed & gaue them a ſmall 
ſhot, and they gaue nie another. And the great S4- 
amore of the Eaſt Country , whom the reſt doe ac- 
owledgeto bechicfe amongſt them, hee gaue unto 
mea Bevetrs skin, which Ithankfullyreceived, and fo 
in great loue we parted. On both ſides this riverthere 
i5 goodly ground. {1 
From this harbour to Sagedahock , which is about 
8. or 9. leagues, is allbroken1lands inthe Sea; which 
wakes many excellent good Harbours, where a thou- 
ſand faile of Shipps 'may ride in fafetyz the ſound 
going up within the Ilands to the Cape of Sug adabock. 
' In: the! way betwixt' Yorke and 'Sagadabock Tyeth 
Ceſcor, agood hatbour, good fiſting, good ue 


to New England. = 
md much fowle.- - And I am perſwaded that from 
Cape Elizabeth to Sagadabock,which isaboue zo 
eo follow the Maine, is all exceeding commodious 
for Plantations : and that there may be 20 good 
Townes well ſeated , to take the benefit both of the 
ſea, and freſh Rivers. 5 | 

| For Sugadabock I need ay nothing of it, there hath 
been heeretofore enough ſaid by others, and I feare 
me too much. But the place is good, there fiſhed this 
yeare two _ | | 

Thenext I cameto was Copemenwagren,a place 
where nine ſhips fiſhed this yeare. Bat I like ir not for 
a plantation, for Icould ſce little good timber & lefle 
good ground, there I ſtayed foure nights, in which 
time, there came many Savages with their wiues and 
children , and ſome of good accomprt amongſt them, 
as Menawormet a Sagamore, Cogaweſco the Sagamore 
of Caſco and Quack, now called Torke, Somer ſet,a Saga» 
more, onethar hath ben found very faithfull ro the 
Engliſh,and hath ſaved the liues of many of our Na- 
tion, ſome from ſtarving, others from killing. 

They cntended to haue ben gone preſently, bue 
hearing. of my: being there, they d toſlce me, 
which I underftood, by/one of the Maſters of the 
Ships, who likewiſctold me that they had ſome ſtore 
of Beaver coats and skinnes,' and was going to Pe- 
maquid to truck with one Mr.wiheridge ;'a Maſter of 
a ſhip of Buſtsble, and:delired me to uſe meanes that 
- they ſhould notcarrythe ourvf.the harbour,l wilht 
them to bring all their eruck to one Mr. Cokes fiage 
& I would. doithe beſt I couldro-pur it away: ſome 
ot them didaccordingly,and I then fent for the Saga-

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mores, who-came, and afterſomecotuplenicntsthion 
e0ld) mnic-] muſt ;be their eozen,, and that Coproine- 


Gorges was fo, (which yau: may imagine L was _ 


lictle proud:of, to be adapted cozen to lo many 
Kingsatone inſtant , but didwillingly atcepe by 
and ſo.paſling away a little time very pleaſantiy: ; they 
delired to be gone, ' whereupaa I told =Y thr 1 
underſtood they had ſome coates and Beaners skins 
which [deſired to truck far, but they were unwilling, 
and1 ſeemed carelefle of it. (as men muſt doe ifthey 
deſircany thing of, them:) cBut at lat Somerſet Geves - 
that there ſhould be none cartyed out.of the harbour, 
but his cozen:Lewert fhould baucall, and then they 
began to offer me ſome by way af pift , but I would 
take none butone paire of fleeues. from Cogaweſco,but- 
told them itwas notthefaſluon of Engliſh Caprtaines 
alwaies to be taking , -but ſometimes to take and giue, . 
and continuallyto truck-was very good. But in Pne Y 
we had all except one coate and two 5kinnes,, which. 
they refervedto pay an old. debt with, but they ſta» 
ying all that night, bad them ftole from them. 

In the morning the Sagamores caneto mee with a: 
grieuouscomplaine, I vicd the beÞ layguage I:could. 
to giue them content, and went. with:them [to ſome - 
Stages which they moſt ſuſpeted, and ſearched both 
Cabins and Cheſts, but found none, Þ key locing) my. 
willingneſle jefinde the theefes 
and wiſhed me to forbeaie,ſaying-the;

ſed all. | 

Nay.it is well knowne, that I was ſo farre from do- 
ing wrong to any : that I ſuffered the Land which was 
granted rome by Pattent: and made choyce of before 
any other man came there, to be uſed, andwy.timber 
to be cut downe &.ſpoyled,. without taking or askin 
ns ſatisfaftion for rhe.ſame., And I doubt not butal 
athers to whom you gaue authoritie, will ſufficiently 
cleare themſelues of all ſuch impurations. 

He faid allo he cared not for any authoritie in.that 

Jace, and though he was forbid to trucke, yet would 
be hauveall he could.get- in deſpite of who ſhould ſay 
to the contrary,havinga great Ship with 17.peeces of 
Ordinance and 50. men. 

And.indeedſhis pratiſe was according to his words, 
forevery Sunday or once in the weeke, he went him. 
ſelfe or ſenta boate up theriver and got all therrucke 
before they could come downe to the Harbour, And 
ſo many Savages as-he could get- to his ſtage, hee 
would enforce the to leaue their goods behind them.

They 
ſaidagaine it was no-matter what (aid ,. or that 74ck- 
ape (which is themoſtdiſgracefull word that may be. 
iatheir conceites.) forall the Sagemores-in the Coun- 
tty loued poore Lexctr and -was mwchicke (orice thathe 
would be.gon,(and indeed I cannot tell what I ſhould 
thinke of chem, for.cuer after they would bring mee - 
any thing they thought would giue mee content, as. 
Egges and the whole bodyes of Beaver, which in my 
conciteeatelike Lawbe,and is notiriferiour to it : yea 
the very coats of Beaver,&2 Orter-gkimmnes,from off their - 
backes, which though I many times refuſed , yet nor 
allwaies , bucT neuer tooke afy fuch courtchic from 
thombut 1 required chem anſwerably , chuſing rather 
to negledttho preſent profit, then the hopes'Thaue to - 
bring them to-better things, which Thopewiltbe for

They asked me why I would be gone out of their 
Countrey , I was glad to tell them my wife would not 
come thither except I did fetch her, they bid a pox on 
her hounds, (aphraſe they hauc learned and doe vie 
when they doe curſe ) and wiſhed meto-beate her, I 
told them no, for then our God would bee angric. 
Then they runne out vpon her in evill rearmes, and 
wiſhed me let her alone and take another, I told them 
our God would be more angrie forthat. Againe they 
bid me beate her, beate her, repeating ir often, and 
very angerly , but I anſwered no, that was not the 
Engliſh taſhion,and beſides, ſhe was a good wifeand I 
had children by her, and I loued her well , fo I fatisfi- 
ed them. Then they told me that Iand my wite and 

Children, with allmy friends ſhovld bee hartily wel- 
1 come into that Countrey atany time, ycaahundreth 
| thouſand times, yea Mouchicke, Monchicke, which isa

You may Imagin 
he thought their faſhion was vniuerſall, and that no 
King had any to worke. for them but their wiufs. 

They baue no apparrell but skinnes except they 
haue it from the Engl/b,or French,in winter the weare 
the baire fide inwards, in ſummer outwards. They 
hauca peece of askinneabaut theirjloines like a girdle 
and berweene their legges goes another , madetalt to - 
the girle before and behind , which ſerues to couer 
theirnakedneile, they are. all thus apparrelled, going 
bare headed with long haire, ſometimes you ſhall not 
know the men from women but.by their: breaſts, the 
men having no haire an their faces. 

Whea their Children are borne they bind them - 
on a peece of board, and ſets it vpright, either againſt 
atree or any other place, They keep them thus bound 
vntill they be three months old, and after they are con- 
tiouall naked vatillthey be abour five or (ixe yeares. - 
Yeeſhallhaue them many times take their Children - 
& bury them in the-ſnow all bur their faces for atime, . 
to. make them the. better to indure cold : and when - 
they are notaboue 2. yeares 01d , they willtake them 
andcaft them into the Sea, like alittle dogge or Cat, 
eolearne them to ſwimme. . 

Their weapons are bowes andarrowes,l never ſaw 
more then two fowling-pecces,one piſtall,about foure 
Halfe-pikes, and three. Curt-laces amongſt them, fo 
that we neede not to feare them much, if wee ayoid

Their houſes are built in halfe an houres ſpace bein 
onely a tew powles'or boughes ſtucke in the groun 
and couered with the barkes of trees.

Now there wants nothing 
butIron, and trucly Ithinke I haue feene Iron- ſtone 
there, but muſtechnowledge! haue nogreat iudge- 
mentin Mineralls, yer Thaue feene the Jron-workes 
in Emg/end, and this Stone ts like ours. But howſoe- 
ver if the Countric willnot afford Iron, yet it may be 
cafi lie brought,tor it is good Ballaſt for Shippes.

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and Coopers: howſocuer a worthy Noble man hath 
beene abuſed, who ſent,ouer ſome to make-Pippe- 
ſtaues, who cirher for want of kill or induſtrie, did 
no good. .YetIdare ſay no place in Evg/and can af 
ford better Timber for Pippe-ſtaues , then foure ſeue- 
rall places which I baue ſcene inthat Countrey, 
Thus haue I relaited vato you; whatT haue ſcene; 
and doe know may be had in thoſe parts of New-Ex- 
zland where I haue beene, yet was 1 neuer at the Meſe- 
chuſett , which is counted the Paradice of New-Ewn 
gland, norat Coo Azan, But I fcare there hath been 
£00 fairca gloſle ſet on Cape Ann. -I am told there is a 
good Harbour which makes a faire-Inuitation , bue - 
when they are in their entertalnement is not anſwer- 


able, for there is little good ground., and the Shippes 


which fiſhed there this yeare, their boats went twen- 
ty miles to take their Fiſh, .and yet they were 1n great 
feare of making their Voyages ,/ as one of the Maſters 
confeſſed vnto'ime who was at my houſe. $I 
Neither was I at New- P/imochbutl feare that place 
is not ſo good as many other, tor ifit werein my con» 
ceite, they would content themſelues with itand noe 
ſecke forany other having tentumes ſo much ground 
as wovld ſerue ten times.{o many people as they haue 
nowamongſt them, But it ſeemes they haue no Fiſh 
to make benifit of, for this yeare they had one Shippe 
Fiſht at Pemoquid, and an other at Cape 4»w , where 
they haue begun a new Plantation, but how long it 
witl continew I know not. 
Neither was I eucr fartherto the Weſt, then the 
Iles of Shoulds. _ 
Thus have I done wich wy commendations githe 
oun- 
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Countrie. I will now ſpeake the worſt Lknow by it, 
. About the middle of May you (hall haue little 
Flies, called Hu5ketoes, which are like Gnatts they 
continue as I amtold , vatillthe laſt of Tuly.. Thele 
are very troubleſome for the time, for they ſting ex. 
ccedingly both night and day, But 1 found by expe. 
rience that booges or thicke ſtockings would Go the 
 legges, gloues the hands, and tiffteney or ſome ſuch 
chings which will not mach hinder the fightwill ſauce 
the face, and at night any ſmoake will ſecure a wan. 
The reaſon of the aboundance of theſe creatures, 
I take to be the woods which hinders the aire, forT 
haue obſerucd allwaies when the winde did blow but 
a little, we were not much troubled with them.” 
_ ' Andl verily thinke that ifthere were agood num- 
ber'ok people planted together, and that the woods 
were cut downe,the carth weretilled, and the rubbiſh 
which lieth qa the ground wherein they breed were 
burnt,and that there were many chimneyes ſmoaking, 
ſuch ſmall creatures would dge but little hurt. 
Another euill or. inconignience 1 ſce there, the 
theſnow in winterdid lie very long vpon the ground.

And I hope Catteil may bee as well fed in thethoule 
thereas in England,Scorlaud,ard other Countries,and 
he'is butan ill-busband that eannorfifid imploytngnts 
for his ſeruants within doores for that time? Agfor 
Wiues and. Children if they bee wiſe they will keepe

Yet let merell you that it is ſtill a'moſt Chriſtmas

vvereſtarued to death ; and rhe reſt hardly efcaped. 
Thete are foure of his men whicheſcaped, now at 
my plantation, who haue related unto methe whole 
buſineſle, ;

oreightpounda week in wine, Tobacco, and whores, 
and torche.maintaining of - this:expence he dailyfer- 
ched his proviſion from aboard, and (old it atalow: 
rate. And when they were at Sea, his Tobacco being 
ſpear, he gaue uſually ſixe pence tor-a pipe; hegaue 
alfoa ſute of cloaths;valewed to be worth 50 ſhillings 
for ſo much Tobacco as was not worth halfe a crowne. 
Nay at laſt, as his Comrade told me , he-was glad to 
become ſervant to one of his ſervants. Then his 
Maſter told him, that it he would work hee would 
allow him one bisket cake a day, if not he ſhould 
haue but halte a cake. He made choice of halfe a cake; 
vvithout vvork; and ſo a baſe lazic fellow «made a la- 
mentable end. - Where vvas the: faulcnaw, in the 
' men, or the Country ? 

Another obie&ion which I haue met vvith-is this: 
That there is nothing gotor, faued by ſending-mea - 
outer to plant; .neither is it bencficialleither to private - 
men , either Aducnturer or Planter , or good for the 
Common-wealth. | 

For anſwer hereunto, firſt for matter of -profite, it 
is vvell knowne to all the Marchants of- the Weſt 
Country,  vvho.haue. left almoſt all other Trade but 
this; and yetis growne rich thereby. is 

Secondly, for the Common-wealth conſider theſe 
things : 1 the great complaint that hath for a long

It hath beene likevviſe faid unto me, that it benefits 
the Common-vvcalth nothing at all to ſend men over 
vvith provilion of cloathes viuals, and continuall 
{upplics. . 

Tothat I ſay, let ſuch men as you ſend thither to 
plant-haue proviſion as Chapman had for 18 monthes, 
and if afterthey cannot-liue of. themſelues;, and be 
beacticiall eicherto the common wealth or to them. 
ſelu2s,ler them dye Chapmans death. 

Againe, Plantations may be benificiall to the Com- 
mon wealth,by the enlargement of his Majeſties Do. 
minions, 

Againe,by the increafe of Shipping, ( which is the 
ſtrengrh ofa Nation,and that without waſting of our 
timber which is a commaditie that I feare Zx2land 
will find the want off before many yeares paſſe over, 
for if timber goc to decay as now ir doth, we ſhall 
ſcarce haue any to build or repare, Ships or houſes- 
Agiinetell me whither it would be benifitiall to the 
Common-wealth to haue all our-idle perſons keeprt 
_ to worke and our'/popu'ous Nation disburthened,. 
and yet to haue them ready to ſerue our King and 
Countrey vpon all occaltons. | 

Laſtly, tell me whither ic would be benifitial: tothe 
Common-wea'th to haue all poore people maintatn- 
ed out of thoſe Artes . And euerie parriſh freed 

fromtheir weekely paiments tothe poore, whichifT

Shippes ſhall lye ſtilland decay Marriners and Fiſher- 


men ſhail wantimployment, and ſoall will be out af 
frame if euer we ſha!l have warres. And therefire 


bowſoeuer it may be benefitiall ro ſame few perſons, 
yet it will be hurtfyll co the Common-wealth, And 
conſequently all ſuch as haue any hand in ſuch buſi» 
neſſes are euill members in the Common-wealth, 

I anſwere that if theſe things were throughly cxami- 
ned by his Maieſtic,the Parliament or Counſcli Table, 
it would plainely appeare, that the moſt of them 
which keepe ſuch adoe againſt Plantations, are the 
greateſt enimies to the publique go0d,, ang thattheir 
ſhew of care for the Commo-wea'th s nothing buts 
colour, for the more cleanely concealing of their vn- 
knowne profits. Ir will alſo appeare,that plantati- 
ons are for the publique good and by that meanes 
there ſhall be more and better cheape Shippes built, 
and imploied , more Mariners and Fiſhermen keept 
to worke then nowthere are, and more people per- 
takers of the benefits then now there. oth, 

Which | proue thus, firlt there may be Timber had 
to build Shippes,and ground for Corne and keeping 
of Catte), and all forlittle or nothing. | 

Secondly there may bee more men trained vp in 
fiſhing then now there is, whoſe trade is decaiedin 

| | Eng- 
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land, and rhey ready to ſteruc for want of imploy- 
ments, 

Thirdly, there may bee twice ſomuch fiſh taken 
every yeare as now there is. For Shippes that gocto 
make Voyages, ſeldome or neuer keep their boats ar 
Sea aboue two Months or cen weekes, for making 
their Voyage, and I dare maintaine that there is Filh 
enough ro be taken, ſeuen Mounths inthe yeare, if 
men be thereready tv take all opportunities. 

Fourthly, the more Filh that is taken the more 
Shippesthere mult be for the tranſportation of it. 

Fittly, whereas now none doth take the benifite but 
afew Marchants, nor all the Matchants .in the Land, 
no not one of a thowſand.. 

By Plantations, not onely all the Marchants in the 
. Land, butall the people ia the Land may partake 
thereof.
